1 . WORKING PARTY ACCEPTED FOLLOWING TEXT HEADED QUOTE 
POSSIBLE VARIATIONS ON ALTERNATIVES UNQUOTE FOR FINAL 
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PARA DOC. 23/21, AS NOTED REFTEL A. 

A. BEGIN TEXT. IT IS POSSIBLE TO CONTEMPLATE A NUMBER 
OF VARIATIONS ON THESE ALTERNATIVES. FOR EXAMPLE, RATHER 
THAN NEGOTIATE A COMPREHENSIVE "UMBRELLA" AGREEMENT AS 
SUGGESTED IN ALTERNATIVE (I), A MORE LIMITED FRAMEWORK 
INTERNATIONAL AGREEMENT MIGHT BE SOUGHT, OMITTING FROM IT 
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THE SUBJECT MATTER WHICH CAUSTS MOST DIFFICULTY. SUCH 
SUBJECT MATTER COULD THEN BE INCORPORATED IN LESS FORMAL

QUOTE THE INVOLVEMENT OF THE AGENCY IN HEALTH AND SAFETY 
ASSESSMENTS WOULD BE FACILITATED BY INTERNATIONALLY ADOPTED 
TECHNICAL RECOMMENDATIONS ON THE SAFETY OF NUCLEAR EXPLOSIONS 
FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES. END QUOTE. THIS PARA WAS NOT FULLY 
RESOLVED, HOWEVER, WITH USSR INSISTING ON FURTHER ADDITION TO

QUOTE THE AGENCY'S ASSESSMENT SHOULD BE BASED ON SUCH INTER- 
NATIONALLY ADOPTED TECHNICAL RECOMMENDATIONS AS EXIST OR 
MAY BE DEVELOPED. END QUOTE. US REPS BELIEVE FOREGOING 
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CONSISTENT WITH INSTRUCTIONS REFTEL B, PARA 5.G, SINCE 
ADDITIONAL PHRASE MERELY TRACKS ACCEPTED LANGUAGE PARA 9 
REPORTED PARA 3 ABOVE. 

6. PARA 1 1 (IV). FOLLOWING INTERVENTIONS OF UK AND 
US REPS, THIS PARAGRAPH WAS DELETED. 

7. PARA 2. INDIAN REP MADE HIS SOLE INTERVENTION SO FAR 

IN THIS SERIES OF MEETINGS TO REQUEST THAT PARA 2 BE CHANGED 
AS FOLLOWS: DELETE WORD "ALL" PRECEEDING "NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVE 
DEVICES" AND INSERT "WITH SUITABLE MODIFICATIONS PERHAPS" 

BEFORE WORD "ALSO." US REP RESERVED ON DELETION OF "ALL" 

AND SUGGESTED INSERT BE WORDED TO READ "PERHAPS WITH 
SUITABLE MODIFICATIONS "WITH THIS PHRASE SET OFF BY COMMAS. 

UK REP SUGGESTED DELETION OF "SUITABLE" AND FOLLOWING 
FORMULATION WAS ACCEPTED BY WORKING PARTY FOR SUBMISSION TO 
PLENARY: QUOTE ALL ASPECTS OF INTERNATIONAL ARRANGEMENTS 
MUST FULLY TAKE INTO ACCOUNT THAT NUCLEAR EXPLOSIVES 
DEVICES DESIGNED FOR PEACEFUL PURPOSES COULD, 
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PERHAPS WITH MODIFICATIONS, ALSO BE EMPLOYED IN SOME
